End of All Doubts that the 
Army Bill Will Be 
‘Vetoed. 


Pretentious Democratic State- 
ments Nailed as Un- 
reliable. 


List of Previous Vetoes Justifying 
the President’s Probable 
Action. 


Speculations Regarding Means of 


~ Extrication from the Demo- 
cratic Dilemma. 


Many Leaders in a Position 
to Aid a Compro- 
| mise. 


Yesterday's Aspect of the Serious 
Difficulty Between Logan 
and Lowe. 


THE VETO. 
IT IS SURE TO COME. 
Mpécial Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 27.—The veto- 
message will be ready to lay before the House 
on Tuesday, and would be sent in to-morrow if 
the House was in session. 
upon the idea that the political sections of the 
bill are in direct conflict with the constitutional 
powers of the President. The message is not 
brief, but argues the questions presented by the 
proposed repeal at length 

FUTURE ACTION. 

Although the Legislative bill cannot reach the 
Senate until to-morrew morning, the Senate 
Committee on Appropriation has been called to 
meet to-morrow, and it is presumed that the 
bill as it passed the House will be taken up in- 
formally, so that it may be reported to the Sen- 
ate promptly after itis received. There seems 
to bea prevalent opinion among Senators of 
both parties that discussion upon this bill will 
be very brief, especially as the President’s veto 
of the Army bill will be sent to the House Tues- 
day. 

“LAYING Low.” 

The discussion of the Army bill has taken 
such wide range, covering all the political sub- 
jects embraced in the Legislative bill, except 
the repeal of the law requiring a test-oath be 
administered to jurors, that who those took part 
in that debate have very little to add, and those 
who refrained from speaking, especialiy on the 
Democratic side, probably did so because of a 
desire to take no part personally in the present 
controversy. It is remarked that many of the 
Democratic Senators who are very influential in 
the counsels of the party, and who generally 
take the lead when political questions are under 
consideration, have not raised their voices on 
the present occasion. Among them are Thur- 
man, McDofiald, Lamar, Gordon, Ransom, and 
Ben Hill, ali of whom are in a position where 
they can favor a conservative policy when the 
crisis comes. 

THE HARSH REALITY. 

The Democrats are still in great trouble over 
the course that shall be adopted after the Presi- 
dent has vetoed the Appropriation bills. They 
have deluded themselves for wecks with argu- 
ments to prove that the President could not 
consistently withhold his approval of these 
measures, and some of them actually believed 
that they had assurances from persons near the 
President that be would sign at least one of 
them. They have changed their minds within 
the last few days, and, being brought face to 
face with the important question of a future 
policy, they find it by no means an 
easy one to solve. There are, undoubtedly, 
among the Democrats, especially in the Senate, 
many men who will favor the passage of the 
Appropriation bills without the objectionable 
legislation when it ts found that they cannot 
be laws with it, and these men are 

LIKELY TO HAVE MORE INFLUENCE 
in the Democratic caucus than they had at the 
beginning of the session. Said one of the most 
promioent Republican Senators this evening: 
“There is one policy by which the Dem- 
ocrate can get out of their dilem- 
ma, and at the same time vrevent us 
from making much political capital out 
of the proceedings of this extra session, and 
that is by passing these Appropriation bills 
without the political sections, and appealing to 
the people to judge them on the issue between 
the parties as it would then stand. If they 
were to show a little patriotic consideration for

and say to their constituents that, rather than 


allow the wheels of the Government to stop, 


they preferred to yield the fight, they would 
make many friends in the country. Of ‘course, 
such a proceeding would be very distasteful to 
the hotheads, who have talked about never 
surrendering: but, if the party is zwise, it will 
allow them to eat humble pie and adopt the 
course I have indicated.”

A TENDENCY TOWARDS CONPERVATISM 
among the Democrats, especially within the past 
few days, the same gentleman continued: 
„Speaking of the proposition to appropriate for 
six months, and postpoue the fight until the 
next session of Congress, that would be suici- 
dal. They cannot afford to postpone the con- 
test in Congress until the next session. They 
had better settle it now.’’ Besides the two 
plans already mentioned there is the third, of 
adjourning the present session of Congress 
without making the appropriations at all, in 
which case they will be immediately called back, 
and the question which now troubles them will 
still stare themin the face. The Democratic 
caucuses to be held within the next two weeks 
will probably be very important meetings. 
OPINION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., April 27.—Some of the 
Democrats do not hesitate to express their 
views on the situation. Morrison, when asked 
what his party were going to do, said that it 
was not a very important matter. The result 
of the struggle would be a few votes on one 
side or the other, according to which was finally 
successful. He did not believe the Democrats 
bad anything to fear from Hayes in regard to 
the use of troops at the polls, or from his 
management of the Supervisors or Deputy 
Marshals. If he was going to veto the Dill, it 
was because he had made sure that some of the 
Democrats would back down, and Morrison was 
of the opinion that it would be the seme men 
who backed down after the decision of the 
Electoral Commission. 

THE PAST. 

The Democrats, throughout the political de- 
bate in both Houses, have insisted that the 
President could not veto either the Army Ap-

It would be thought, perhaps, that in a 
discussion so serious and important as this 
one bas been, and still fs, there would 
have been some political. student or con- 
stitutional lawyer in the Democratic party who 
would not have permitted these general asser- 
tions to have gone unchallenged, or to have 
been made to some extent the basis of party 
action, but, on the Democratic side, there has 
been nothing but reiteration of these assertions. 

KEPRESENTATIVE BELFORD, OF COLORADO, 
in A speech on the veto power, which appears in 
the Record this moraing, bas been industrious 
and thoughtful enough to collate all the vetoes 
made by American Presidents from the founda- 
tion of the Government. An examination of 
this list shows that in no single particular 
are the continuous assertions of the Democracy 
founded. The following, samples taken from 
this list, will show the fallacy of the Democratic 
position: 

WASHINGTON AND MADISON. 

George Washington, in April, 1702, vetoed a 
bill for an apportionment of members of Con- 
gress, not because it was Unconstitutional, but 
because he considered it impracticable. 

George Washington, in February, 1797, vetoed 
a bill providing for a reduction of the army, not 
on the ground of its unconstitutionality, but 
because he considered the proposition inju- 
dicious and unjust. 

President Madison, in March 1812, vetoed a 
bill granting naturalization privileges, for the 
simple reason that he considered it liable to 
abuse by aliens. He likewise vetoed a bill for 
internal improvements, which was practically a 
River and Harbor Appropriation bill, on the 
ground that it was unconstitutional. 

Monroe vetoed an Internal Improvement bill 
for the aid of the Cumberland Road, on the 
ground of unconstitutionality. 

MONROB AND JACKSON. 

Coming down to Jackson’s time, the lattcr 
yetoed a number of bills for internal 
improvements, on the ground that they 
were mjudicious, unwise, and pro- 
posed an unequal distribution of Gor- 
ernment aid. Jackson also, Dec. 6, 1882, vetoed 
distinctly a River and Harbor Appropriation 
bill, on me ground that it proposed to place the 
control of internal improvements under the 
General Government. He, in December, 1830, 
vetoed a Lighthouse Appropriation bill because 
it was too liberal. He vetoe a bill for the time 
of meeting and adjournment of Congress be- 
cause he thought it unwise 

TYLER AND POLK. 

President Tyler, in December, 1842, ve a 
bill to repeal a certain section of a Public Land 
law. Yat even so able u Democrat as Carlisle, 
of Kentucky, has repeatedly asserted that no 
bill to repeal a law was ever vetoed. 

President Tyler, in 1844, also vetoed a River 


and Harbor Appropriation bill; and, in 1845, he 
vetoed the regular River Harbor Appro- 
— bill, on the ground that it was too gen- 
eral. 

In 1846 President Polk vetoed a River and 
Harbor Appropriation bill, om the ground that 
it was too general and liberal, and there was no 
pressing necessity for it. 

PIERCE A¥D JOHNSON. 

President Pierce, in 1854, vetoed a River and 
Harbor Appropriation bill. 

President Johngon vetoed a number of bills 
because he did not consider them consistent 
witb the welfare of the country, and the Freed- 
man’s Bureau bill because it interfered with the 


| Executive right. 


In tact, the entire list of vetoes shows that 
the theory of the veto has been that the Execu- 
tive is a co-ordinate function in legislation. 
Bills have been vetoed quite as often tor pru- 
dential reasons, and because of their supposed 
effect upon the country. they have on any 
theory of a violated Congtitution. 

WORRYING OVER IT. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasninerox, D. C., April 27.—Speculation 
continues to-night with regard to the probabili- 
ties of the action of the Executive upon the 
Army bill. The impression was widespread 
that the Dill will be returned to the President 
from the War Department to-morrow with 
whatever suggestions the Secretary of War 
may consider consistent with public interests, 
and that it will be further referred toat a 
special Cabinet meeting, to be held either to- 
morrow afternoon or regularly Tuesday. In- 
quiry to-night from various sources fails to ob- 
tain any official utterance as to the result of the 
President’s consideration of the bill. 

° INACTION. 
INDISPOSITION OF THE COMMITTEES TO GO TO 
WORK. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 27.—There is a 
growing indisposition on the part of the House 
Committees to organize for any work. The 
House Military Committee, Sparks, of Illinois, 
Chairman, is another Committee that is indis- 
posed to enter upon general legislation. The 
Sunday Herald here, a Democratic paper, which 
ought to be authority oa the purposes of the 
Democratic Committees, coutains the follow- 
ing on the subject this morning: ‘“ Sparks, of 
lllinois, Chairman of the House Committee oa 
Military Affairs, is the only member who, in 
some sense, cannot be called a military man, as 
every other member of the Comm ittee has seen 
active service eitherin the Uniou or Confede- 
rate army. Mr. Sparks means to make 
his mark, however, by letting things 
conspicuously alone. He does not intend to do 
avything until be has first taken some lessons 
in Upton, a thing he neglected during the War. 
He does notintend to call a meeting this session, 
aud the rooms of the Committee on — | 
Affairs are to be henceforth hermetically seale 
‘There is no business before the Committee, and 
it will not mect,’ says Sparks; whereas the fact 
is that the shelves of the distributing clerk are 
loaded down with bills and ovetitions. Be- 
sides,’ adds this soldier, economist, and patriot, 
‘we shall then not need the services of a cierk, 
aud that will beso much saved to the Govern- 
ment. 


THE DUELLO. 
BLOWING OVER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tridunea. 

Wasuinotos, D. C., April 27.—There is 
nothing new in the Logao-Lowe matter. The 
belligerent message of Lowe has already ceased 
to bea sensation. Logan's friends think that the 
matter is ended, and he certainly intends to 
take no further notice of it. Lowe’s friends say 
that he is satisfied with the “posting,” as he 
calls it, that he bas made, although it would 
hardly do to call it “posting” as a matter of 
fact, as posting is contrary to statute. The 
Lowe people say that the entire affair bas been 
managed on their side with such 

LEGAL SKILL 
that there is no danger that any criminal vro- 
ceedings will be taken. in the whole contro- 
versy there has been no question of courage on 
the part of either Logan or Lowe. Some of the 
Northern Democrats and the more conservative 
Southern men are annoyed at Lowe’s course, on 
the ground of its pad political effect in the 
North and the fact that the challenge will justify 
the Republican declarations that the Southern 
men 
BRING BACK THEIR PLANTATION MANNERS 
with them, and open the books where they 
turned them down in 1861. The Southern men 
know that the time is passed when the people 
of the South believe that Northern men 
will not fight. The days of Southern 
challenges in Washington were the days 
when there was the general conviction in the 
South that Northern men would not fight, and 
the Graves-Cillery duel, in which Cillery, of 
Maine, was killed, was perbaps the culmination 
of that period. That duel, and its lamentable 
result, was the main cause of the stringent law 
upon dueling in this District, to which relerence 
was made in these dispatches last night. 
THE PRESS. 

There are some indications of an attempt to 
keep up the assaults upon Logan on this sub- 
ject. The attempt, Logan’s friends claim, is as- 
suming the nature of a conspiracy. A Demo-

A BLOODLESS TALE.

Wasuinoron, D. C., April 26.—The Lowe side 
of the Logan-Lowe story, as told by his friends, 
but not by himself, isa long and curious one. 
Mr. Pelbam’s account, as given to the repre- 
septative of Tun Trisune to- night, is in sub- 
stance as follows, although it is not claimed 
that the exact language is used: The card of 
Senator Logan was published in the National 
htepublican Monday last. That morning Mr.

lie said that he had been to the Senate to find 
Gen. Logan, but that he was not there, and he 
desired to engage the services of Mr. Pelham. 
It does not distinctly appear whether these 
services were asa friend or asa lawyer. Pel- 
ham stated to Lowe that there ought not to be 
any trouble about this matter; that while 
Lowe was not a Republican he was the 
representative of the anti-Democratic element 
in Alabama, and to that extent Gen. Logan and 
himself had a common tie, . 

| AND OUGHT TO BE PRIENDS. 

As Logan certainly was avery pronounced 
anti-Democrat, Mr. Pelham undertook to ar- 
range the matter, and, as the preliminary step, 
drafted for Mr. Lowe the letter which follows:

NOT SATISFACTORY. 

This letter did not at first please Mr. Lowe, 
as it seemed to him to make an explana- 
tion in advance of asking an apology, 
but Mr. Pelbam states that he had 
drafted the letter in order to prepare a way for 
ap adjustment of the difficulty. This letter was 
delivered by Mr. Pelham to Senator Logan at 
his house in this cityon the morning of the 
22d. Along conference followed between Pel- 
ham and Senator Logan, in the course of which 
Gen. Logan said that he had no apology to 
make to Mr. Lowe; that he had no controversy 
with him. The subject was a matter between

1 ad- 
dressed a letter to you calling your at- 
tention to your communication in the e- 
publican of that date.

This note Pelham delivered to Senator Log 
in the Senate Chamber on the afternoon of its 
date. Senator Logan here, according to Pel- 
ham, manifested some impatience at receiving 
notes from Mr. Lowe, and asked, Why is it 
that this man keeps writing tome? I desire to 
have nothing to do with him,” or words ex- 
pressing such asentiment. This second letter 

WAS MORE EMPHATIC 
than the former in that it demanded to know 
whether the language was intended to be ap- 
plied to Mr. Lowe. 

As the resuit of this conference Pel- 
ham could obtain nothing in writing 
from Gen. Logan, nor any verbal mesgage 
which he desired to deliver or would 
take to his friend or client. Meaowhile some of 
Lowe’s friends, who bad been advised of the 
proceedings, tnsisted that Lowe should not have 
written the first lotter, and that his first com- 
munication Should itself have been a demand 
and not a request, and these gentiemen are 
said to have 

VOLUNTEERED TO ACT FOR LOWE 
in the capacity of seconds. Lowe, instigated 
perhaps by outside Southern pressure and by 
the traditions of the soeiety in which he was 
reared, concluded to take another step. The 
fact that he is the representative of the anti- 
Democrats in Alabama perhaps had some influ- 
ence in determining this course, as Lowe’s 
friends suggest that a Union General is 

NOT MUCH LOVED IN ALABAMA, 


and that Mr. Lowe could scarcely expect to 
hold up his head among his supporters or oppo- 
vents if he should return to the South leaving 
it even doubtful whether a Union General un- 
punished could even seem to charge bim 
with ad peony a villainous falsenood.

There 
are several sections, of which the following are 
the chief poiuts: Congressional dueling had be- 
come so frequent that in 1899 à law was passed 
imposing an additional oath upon the Grand 
Jury Commissioners, requiring them to be 
sworn faithfully and impartially to inquire into 
and true presentment make in the matter of all 
offenses against the laws prohibiting dueling. 
Those offenses were very clearly defiued. Every 
person connected with the transaction is a com- 
petent witness against every other person 
offending, and may be compelled to appear and 
give evidence. ny person challenging an- 
other, by message written or verbal. or by any 
communication intended to be a challenge, or 
any person knowingly carrying or delivering 
such a challenge or an acceptance to fight in or 
out of the District, shail, in the event of death 
or mortal wounds to any of the parties, be 
deemed 
ER GUILTY OF FELONY, 
or of aiding or abetting a felony, and on convic- 
tion be punisbed at hard labor in the Penitentiarv 
for a term not exceeding ten years. To send, 
receive, bear, or deliver a challenge where there 
is neither death nor mortal wound, is a high 
crime and misdemeanor, punishable with five 
years at hard labor. To leave the District to 
tight a duel is a misdemeanor, but the law goes 
even further than this, and provides that Any 
person who shall assault, strike, beat, or wound 
another for declining or refusing to accept a 
challenge in or out of the District, or who 
shall post or publish any such person 80 
refusing as a coward, or use any opprobri- 
ous or injurious language with respevt to him, 
tending to degrade and disgrace the person de- 
clining a challenge, shall be punished at 
bard labor in the Penitentiary for three years.’’

INDIAN TERRITORY. 
WARNED OFF. 

WasHineron, D. C., April 26.—The following 
was issued this afternoon: 

By the President of the United States—A Proc- 
lamation: 

Wurnr as, It has become known to me that cer- 
tain evil-disposed persons have, within the territory 
and jurisdiction of the United States, begun and set 
on foot preparations for organized end forcible 
posession of and settlement upon the lands of 
what is known as the Indian Territory, west of the 
State of Arkansas, which Territory is designated, 
recognized, and described by treaties and laws of 
the United States and by executive authorities as 
the Indian country, and as such is only subject to 
occupation by Indian tribes, officers of the Indian 
Department, military poets, and such persons as 
may be privileged to reside and trade therein under 
the Intercourse laws of the United States; and 

Wuenreas, These laws provide for the removal 
of all persons residing and trading therein without 
the express permission of the Indian Devartment 
and Agents, and also of all persons whom such 
Agents may deem improper persons to reside in the 
Indian country. 

Now, therefore, for the purpose of protecting 
the interests of the Indian nations and tribes, as 
well as of the United States in said Indian Ter- 
ritory, and of duly enforcing the laws gov- 
erning the or Il, Rutherford B. Hayes, 
President of United States, do admon- 
wh and warn ali such persons so intending or 

reparing to remove into said lands or into said 

erritory, without permission of the proper Agent 
of the Indian Department, against any attempt to 
so remove or settle upon any of the lands of said 
Territory. I do further warn and notify any and 
ali such persons who may so offend that they will 
be speedily and immediately removed therefrom 
1 e Agent according to the laws made and pro- 
vided. And, if „the aid and assistance 
of the military forces of the United States wili be 
invoked to carry into proper execution the laws of 
the United States herein referred to.

One Little Boy Shoots and Kills Anoth- 
er While at Play. 


The Dollar Pop” More Dangerous 
the Rusty Shotgun. 


A Deplorable Affair Last Evening on 
the West Side. 


A deplorable shooting affray took place at a 
few minutes before 9 o’clock last evening at the 
portheast corner of Clinton and Twelfth streets, 
~ qureetly in front of Ald. Purcell’s flour and feed 
store. The people living in that vicinity noticed 
a few boys playing about in front of the. store, 
pat as usual in the neighborhood paid no atten- 
tion to them. Suddenly the crack of a pistol 
rang out, and those who rau to see saw two or 
three boys running away, and saw another 

fall to the sidewalk, or rather upon the 

step leading iu the flour store. They ran 
to the latter's assistance, and one of the women 
recognized him at once, and Qegan to bewail 
the loss of her godson. The blood was oozing 

rapidly from a pistol shot wound midway on a 

ine from the centre of the temple to the upper 

of the left ear. The boy was perfectly 
senseless, and spoke not a word. They carried 
him into Dr, Dodge’s office, one block farther 
west on Twelfth street, but it was impossible to 
do anything for the little fellow, and thirty 
minutes after the oceurrence he ped his last. 

Officers Dan Kelley and James Loughliu, who 
were soon upon the scene, could ascertain

upon being confronted with Joseph Tynan, went 
with. the police and took the revolver irom its 
hiding-place under the apron from the sidewalk 
to the street pavement at the corner of De Koven 
and Canal streets. Willie Tynan was, of course, 
set at liberty; the other two were brought to 
the West Twelfth Street Station. 

John Tyoan, the father of the assassin, is a 
hardworking, honest citizen, and is employed in 
the lumber- yard of Garner & Spry. Two of his 
sons were killed some eight years ago in a sad 
accident at Mud Lake. His son Joseph was 13 
rears old the first of last month, and is a 

right, intelligent boy, who is credited 
with a much better general behavior than is 
usually awarded to boys of hisage. Hetold a 

jain, straigh*forward story. His brother had 

én shooting a pistol in the afternoon, but he 
had not seen him. When he was in Simon 
G’Donnell’s company he saw him handling aud 
svepping a small, bright, new revolver, 
which be said he was going to use for 
the Fourth of July. He asked Simon to let 
him see it, and Simon did so, after first warning 
him to look out, and that it contained two loaa- 
ed cartridges. He examined it carefu'ly and re- 
turned it without making endeavor to snap the 
trigger. Some time later, and just prior to 
the lamentable shooting, there were seat- 
ed upon the sidewalk in (front of 
Pureeli’s store two of the Tynan boys, 
Simou O'Donnell, and James Craig, wno lives 
at the same corner, and the deceased was play- 
ing in the neighborhood. The younger Tynan 
and Craig went upon an errand for the latter’s 
mother, and when they were gone Simon again 
began handling the new revolver. Josie 
Tynan, notieing Rody’’ Canfield playing and 
chasing some littie children with a lath which 
be had whittled down to the shape of a sword, 
said to Simon, “Let me take it, till I scare 
him,“ pointing to RoOody.“ He then took the 
weapon, and, running up alongside the bov, 
pointed the weapon at him at about a line with 
the eyes, expecting that Rody“ would be 
scared when he saw it so close to his 
face. Just as he did so the shot was fired. Both 
boys were so frightened when they saw, their 
playmate fall to the ground without speaking a 
word, that they put for their bomes as fast as 
their legs would carry them. Simon took the 
weapon and hid it, and got into bed in a great 
fright. 

At the station he, too, told a plain story. 
Saturday morning while going to the planing- 
mill for shavings he found on the sidewalk in 
front or Bruno Goll’s pharmacy, at the corner 
of Twelfth and Canal streets, a pocketbeok 
containing $1.80. Yesterday furenoon, baving 
8 bosish ambition to possess a revolver 

for the Fourth of July, be went to the 
toy store of one Weiler, at No. 572 
Jefferson street, near Maxwell, where be pur- 
chased a small seven-shooter, **Cock Robin” 
pattern, for $1.25, and with the remaining five 
cents he bought a dozen cartridges.

GOOD .NERVE.

Avrora, III., April 27.—The negro thieves that 
burglarized Rice’s hardware store Saturday morn- 
ing took the 4:40 a, m. Iowa train at the West 
Depot for Chicago with seven satchels of plunder, 
and, having’ no money, offered the conductor a 
revolver for their fare, which he refused, and put 
them off the train at Naperville. The fact was 
telegraphed to Aurora, and Marshal Gates. pro- 


‘ceeded immediately to Naperville, secured the 


assistance of Marsbal Lacide, and, after coursing 
the country in severai directions, got track of the 
thieves at the farmhouse of Mr. Frost, where they 
had been for food. At 3 o'clock, coming 
up with them in an open field, the four despera- 
does wheeled about and commanded the officers to 
stand, bearing down upon them simultaneously, 
each thief armed with two drawn cocked revolvers. 
The» brave officers, unwilling to be taken prison- 
ers, themselves opened fire, and received in return 
the fire from eight revolvers, without Injury. The 
burglars then dropped their bags and ran. Lacide 
went back to Naperville for assistance, and Gates 
alone continued the pursuit, giving chase for six 
miles through timber and plowed fields.

MYSTERIOUS MURDER.

CANADA, 


The Lumber Trade-—Dominlon Lands—The 
Chinese Question in British Columbia 
The 24th of May—Hog-Cholera. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Orrawa, April 27.—Since the Ist of January 
last over 800 persons have gone to Manitoba 
from the Ottawa district. 

Lumber freights will open up at the following 
rates for the ensuing year: To Montreal, 90 
cents per 1,000 feet; to Quebec, $1.60; to Bur- 
lington, $1.60; to Whitehall, $1.75; to Albany, 
$2.75; to New York, 63. This shows a reduc- 
tion of about 25 per cent between Ottawa and 
Quebec, Burlington, and Whitehall. ‘Through 


rates to New York are the same as last year. The 
trade to Quebec does not look very promising 
for the coming year. Burlington is more bope- 
ful. Thers is a better demand, but without any 
advance in prices. Whiteball prospects are 
much encouraged by the chances of a new raii- 
way-outlet to the Eastern market, which will be 
openedin June. This will place that city on as 
good a basis as Burlington as 4 8 
point for dressed lumber. The New York an 
Albany trade is in a fair condition, although 
very few buyers have been here from that sec- 
tion lately. They are holding off for the pres- 
ent to see what Michigan does. The bulk of 
the Ottawa lumber for the New York trade 
passed into second hands last fall: 
and to this, in a measure, may 
be attributed the lack of inquiries 
forlumber. The stock of shipping lumber win- 
tered in Ottawa bas been purchased principally 
by the Export Lumber Company, of New York, 
and Messrs. Waters & Wilson, of the same 
olace. Itis expected that some centracts will 
be made for this year’s cut at last year’s prices. 
A large amount of the lumber heretofore carried 
by American boats from Ottawa will be this 
year treighted by Canada barges to Whitehall, 
aud resbipped there for New York in Amcrican 
boats. ‘These barges purpose taking return 
freight in coal. 

Col. Weatherley and his son, who were killed 
in the fight between Col. Ward’s command and 
the Zulus, on the 28th of March last, were the 
brother and nephewof Capt. Weatherlev, of our 
Post-Office Department. Col. Weatherley's son 
was only 19 years old. 

Sir John Macdonald’s pill to amend the act 
respecting Dominion lands has been printed. 
It entirely prohibits any officer or employe of 
the Land-Office from purchasing or speculating 
in lands. Townships are tocontain thirty-six 
square miles each, and the land is to be laid out 
in blocks of four townships each. Secs. 14 and 
29 in every township are to be reserved for 
educational purposes. All surveyed Dominion 
lands are to be open for purchase at the rate of 
81 per acre; but the Minister of the Interior 
may withdraw any section from ordinary sale, 
and offer it by auction at an upset price of $1 
peracre. No patent will be granted to settlers 
till there has Deen three years’ residence on the 
land. Timber-lands will also be open for settle- 
ment, but vo sales of such lands will be made 
where the object of the buyer is to form a petty 
monopoly. Mill-owners can secure the right of 
cutting timber on limits by paying a bonus for 
each square ‘mile,—monthly returns of the 
quantity cut to be made to the Government, 

A petition is being circulated by Mr. Trow, 
M. P., on behalf of the Ottawa Branch of the 
Female Immigration Society, asking that $6.50 
per head be given as a bouus for the importa- 
tion of female seryants from Germany. Ihe 
petition is being signed by Senators and M. P.’s. 

Dr. Orton has given notice that he will move 
for an address to the Governor-General for 
copies of any addresses, reports, or other com- 
munications from Boards of ‘trade, or other 
commercia) associations, that may have been 
forwarded to him from Great Britain, in refer- 
ence to the commercial policy which is now un- 
der the consideration of the House. 

Senator McDonald and Mr. Mclones, of Brit- 
ish Columbia, have been examined before the 
Committée on the Chinese question. The former 
said there Were about 6,000 Chinese in British 
Columbia. He did not think it desirable that 
Chinese migration should be encouraged. ‘The 
babits and mode of living of the Chinese were 
different from those of Canadians. He wouid 
he sorry to see them employed on the Canada 
Pacific Ratlway, as it would prevent others from 
working on it who would settle in the country. 
The Chinese took no interest in the country or 
Its politica. The first immigration took place 
about 1868. Three hundred came direct from 
China last year. Toacertain extent a limited 
number of Chinamen had been useful to the 
Province; but, oa the whole, their immigration 
should be Sdiscouraged, ‘Their pig-tails were 
now cut off when they were imprisoned; but 
this had no deterrent effect on their immigra- 
tion. They gambled and had vices; but he did 
not think they were much worse than white 
men, though the women might be more lax in 
their ideas of morality. Their most solemn oath 
was taken over a piete of burnt paper. 

Mr. Mclaones, M. P., said that in the City of 
New Westminster, where he lived, there were 
300 permanent Chinese settiers, who, during 
the salmon-fishing season, increased to al®ut 
1, 200 or 1,500. They came principally from 
Oregon, Washington Territory, and California, 
They left the couutry as soon as they had made 
from $500 to $1,000, went back to China, bought 
wives, and lived in affluence on their earnings 
to the end of their days. He had been told 
that they could live on from one to two cents a 
day in China. The Chinese worked in fish-can- 
ueries for $25 a month,—white men were paid 
#35 atid $40. Some of the Chinese worked as 
bondmen for Chinese Companies. ‘They were, 
both men aud women, a filthy, vicious, and ffi- 
moral class. During two years he was Mayor 
and Police-Magistrate of New Westminster 

or 500 cases against Chinamen had 
been brought before him. Not more than 
half-a-dozen Chinese females were in that 
and they were of ill-repute; and 
was notorious that near! 11 the 
Chinese women on the Pacific Coast were of 
that character. They were simply imported for 
immoral purposes. As a physician he had con- 
siderable knowledge of them; and there was 
scarcely a Chinaman in British Columbia who 
was not affected with the most virulent form of 
syphilis. That disease was communicated to 
the Indians and the white population; aud he 
believed the consequence would be, that, in a 
quarter of a century, of the 30,000 or 40,000 In- 
dians in British Columbia, not more than 5,000 
would be alive. It was killing them off by hun- 
dreds every year. Ine Chiuamen were boarded 
at 12 cents a day, while ordinary*white labor- 
ers could not live on less than 50 or 60 cents a 
day. He believed it would be a great misfor- 
tune if the Chinamen were employed on the 
Canada Pacific Railway, as they would carry a 
large percentage of the moncy spent on that work 
back to China, and take the place of white 
laborers who would settle in the country. It 
was not desirable to allow the Chinese to pur- 
chase lauds or take up fishing-stations. Already 
they were entering into competition in the 
salmon-canni business, and wouid drive the 
English-sp population out of that in- 
dustry. 

It is stated that two members of Parliament 
both of whom turn the scales at 200 pounds, will 
compete in a five-mile walking-match for a sack 
of flour, to be given to the Protestant Hospital, 
the match to take place on the Parliament- 
grounds.
